DECISIVE ROUND 

Speaking about the new So- 
viet proposal Y url Andiopov 
noted: 

In the first place, this culs 
tho ground from under the al- 
legations being spread In NATO 
countries that the Snvlet Union 
Intends to preserve iho SS-20 
missiles, which are to he re- 
duced, by moving their bases 
from Europe to the East. 

In lha second place. It will 
eliminate all grounds for the 
concern at present being ex- 
pressed by .lapon and China 
over tiro possibility of such 
changes ol base. 


To any unbiassed person it 
will now be clear that lira So- 
viet Union has been doing, and 
Is still continuing to do all It 
can lo find ways out o! the 
deadlocks at iho negotiations, 
and to achieve a mutually ac- 
ceptable agreement to prevent 
another, and extremely danger- 
ous twist in Ihe arms race tn 
Europe. 

Whether such an agreement is 
bo reached or not now depends 
on the Untied States end on 
NATO as a whole. The forth- 
coming round of talks which bo- 
glns on September 6 will In this 
sense be decisive. 

Throughout the negotiations, 
the Soviet Union, and 1 would 
like to emphasize Ibis onco 
more, has Bhown a constructive 
and flexible approach. But 1 
would also emphasize that there 
are llmlta lo our flexibility — 
they are dictated by the Interests 
of the security ol the Soviet 
stale and that ol its allies- 

And if the United Stales’ posl- 
Uon al the talks remains non- 
constructive and lopsided, ana 
If the American Pershlngs and 
cruise missiles are deployed in 
Burnpe we shall, naturally, have 
to lake appropriate counter- 
measures lor Ihe preservation of 
the balance of forces both on a 


regional, European, and on a 
global scale. No one should 
have any uncertainty on that 
score.

Oir-r the past lew months, 
there have been some positive 
tendencies in our natal Ions. 
Pollticul consultations ora now 
being held between our two 
countries at tho level ol special 
envoys; another round ol these 
consultations Is to star! on OlIo- 
her 6 in Pt-klng. Tho volume oi 
mutual trade has been growing, 
anil contacts aro gradually de- 
veloping In a number ol other 
areas. 

However, In our view, the 
present level ot bilateral rela- 
tions between such maiot. and, 
what la more, neighbouring 
powers as the Soviet Union and 
the People's Republic of China, 
is not whai U should bB. 

The improvement ot relations 
between the USSR and the Peo- 
ple's Republic of Cblna acquires 
particular Importance and topi- 
cality tn view ol the present ag- 
gravation of the International 
situation. 


This latest Soviet proposal 
which has been welcomed tn 
many countries Is embodied In 
the draft Treaty to Ban the Use 
of Force in Outer Space and 
Prom Space Against Barth, of- 
ficially Introduced by lha Soviet 
Unton at the United Nations. 
The Polltbureau expressed tire 
hope that the United Stales 
would follow lha Soviet Union 
In declaring a unilateral mora- 
torium on the launching of an- 
ti satellite weapons into the oilier 
spaco. 

Also noted was tho prin- 
cipled Soviet approach as en- 
unciated by Yuri Andiopov with 
respect to the hotbeds of ten- 
sion and conflict now existing 
In the world. This amounts to 
the Inadmissibility of outside in- 
terference Into the internal af- 
fairs of stales, Bnd of the threat 
or use of armed forces; and to 
lha need to eliminate conflicts 
by peaceful means, by searching 
for mutually acceptable solu- 
Hons. 

Tlio Polllbureau approved the 
talk between G- A. Aliyev, 
CPSU Central Committee Polll- 
bureau Member and First Vice-

New York. An antl-satellile 
weapon might well bo tested 
before the end of this month In 
the USA. reports 'The New 
York Times'' with reference to 
the Pentagon. In the course ol 
the "secret operation" It Is plan- 
ned lo launch, from a hlgh-altl- 
tude F-15 fighter, a 6-metre mis- 
sile meant to destroy manmade 
objects In outer apace. 

Dr T. Caras, an expert on 
military problems working for 
the Congressional Office of Tech- 
nology Assessment, maintains 
that the US Air Force can con- 
vert the F-15 into an anti-satel- 


lite weapon carrier In six hours 
In any part of ihe planet. Two 
squadrons with these weapons 
will be 24 hours oil Lbo alert. 
It Is also likely, T. Caras points 
out, that missiles with "small 
nuclear warheads" will be laun- 
ched In the near-Earth orbit to 
destroy enemy satellites. 

1 The New York Times" points 
out that by 1987 the Pentagon 
expects to have at its disposal 
112 unils of anll-satclllle weap- 
ons. According to the paper, this 
programme will cost 3,600 mil- 
lion dollars.

The first cascade of pumping 
stations has started working at 
iha section of the Karakum Canal 
between Kazandzhik and Neblt- 
Dag In the West of Turkmen- 
istan, a Centra] Aslan republic.

The first fish-breeding plant 
of the Magadan Region, the Far 
East, has been built In the 
estuary of the Ola River In the 
taiga,, towards which shoals of 


humped salmon, Siberian and 
silver Balmon have annually 
rushed to spawn from lime im- 
memorial. In tho spawning 
grounds of this region they lay 
a large amount of eggs for Ihe 
life of new progeny, and then 
die. 

Up to 15 million fry will be 
obtained annually In the Incuba- 
tion machines ol the plant for 
bieeding salmon species.

CINEMA DAY 

64 years ago on this day Lhe decree nationaliz- 
ing Ihe film Industry In tho country was signed, 
and ever since Ihe dale has been celebrated as So- 
viet cinema day. Films ere immensely popular In 
this country. The 1 1 million Soviet people go to 
the cinema every day, and nearly 4,000 million an- 
nually. The average Soviet citizen goes In the cine- 
ma 16 times a year, or more often than people do 
[n other countries. 

The best Soviet films are seen by more than 
sixty million people in the first year of tfictr re- 
lease, while box-office hits — such as "Moscow 
Does Not Believe In Tears" which won an Oscar, 
best all records — - the latter film has been viewed 
by 100 million people. Over the past ten years, 
Soviet fllmB have won nearly 400 international 
prizes. They ere shown In 134 countries. 

Every year our 30 films studios, which are situa- 
ted all over the country, release nearly 150 feature 
(plus IIO television) films, 1,000 documentaries and 
popular science films, 100 cartoons and hundreds 
of newsreels. 

The Soviet cinematography network has 150 
thousand cinemas. In addition thousands ol films 
ere shown free of charge at educational establish- 
ments, factories, etc. Cinema tickets cost 20 kopeks 
In the countryside, and between 25 and 50 kopeks 
In towns and dlies, with up to seventy kopeks (or 
slightly over one US dollar) being charged in high- 
grade cinemas.
